Dear Senator Graham, 

On behalf of the Jewish Federation of Palm Beach County, we want to express 
our appreciation to you for your interest in the investigation of the bombing of 
the Jewish Community Headquarters in Argentina. 

As you know, the trial of those indicted in relation to the bombing of the 
Argentinean Jewish Mutual Aid Association (AMIA) building is currently 
taking place. The attack, which took place on July 18,1 994, claimed the lives 
of 86 people and left more than 300 wounded. The attack came two years 
after a similar attack on the Israeli Embassy on March 17, 1992, that left 129 
people dead (In the attack on the Israeli Embassy, there was little progress and 
not enough material evidence to begin a trial). 

Both attacks were carried out, presumably by suicide bombers, who used can 
as bombs. About 20 people were accused of complicity on different levels. 
The most important among them, a car salesman who presumably sold the car 
used as the bomb in the attack and 4 police officers to whom the car was 
delivered. The police officer involved is Juan Jose Ribelli, a right hand to the 
former chief of the Buenos Aires province police. The Buenos Aires police 
are highly corrupt and the detained policemen are considered to be the key to 
the local connection and the main providers of logistical support to the 
terrorists. 

The attorneys representing toe' Jewish community in this case have made a 
linkage between the Buenos Aires attack and the September 1 1 attacks on the 
World Trade Center and the Pentagon. They believe the perpetrators of both 
attacks came from the same source. Argentinean authorities identified Imad 
Mugniyah, carnmander of special operations for Hezbollah and an associate of 
Osama bin Laden, as one of the suspects of the attacks. The FBI placed 
Mugniyah on Its Most Wanted Terrorists list. 

The U.S. also pointed at two additional suspects, Ah FaUahian and Assad 
Ahmad Baralcat FaUahian was the Iranian Intelligence Minister in 1994, 
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during the attack on the AMIA. Barakat was identified as a Lebanese 
entrepreneur, very active in the tri-border area of Argentina, Brazil and 
Paraguay. This area is considered to be the epicenter of Islamic terrorism in 
South America. 

In addition, the 1994 Buenos Aires and the U.S. September 11 attacks both 
took place at the same time, around 9.00 a,m.» and had similar styles. They 
both caused great devastation and no organization claimed responsibility or 
specified any reason that motivated the attacks. 

Two weeks ago, an American-Jewish delegation, in which the undersigned 
Helen Hoffman took part, met with several Argentinean-Jewish leaders. 
These leaders request the attack in Buenos Aires receive more attention by the 
American intelligence authorities, particularly given the apparent linkage 
between the terrorist attacks in both countries. 

We would appreciate anything you could do to help advance the investigation 
in Argentina,
